Now that tho possibility of getting 
u [j a good show of fiinn produce, stock, 
ugricultural implements and inauufac- 
turediarticles of various descriptions at 
.short notic" has boon demonstrated by 
tho success which lias attended tho fair 
now in progress, it might not bo un- 
profitable, for the committee of manage- 
ment to consider the quest ion of, say 
quarterly or half-yearly gatherings. 
It might or might not be advisable to 
offer prizes at these semi-annual or 
quarterly fairs; but if sufficient interest 
could be excited among farmers and 
manufacturers to get up creditable 
-.mailer and more local shows, they 
would actas feoder? and tend immensely 
to foster and assist what ought, in the 
near future, to become very great 
and imposing annual provincial exhibi- 
tions. Tho chief benefit to bo derived 
from such intermediate fairs by those 
who participate in thorn will lie the 
opportunity presented of buying and 
selling anything and everything that 
may bo exhibited for that purpose. 
Once get these meetings of buyers 
and sellers linnly and successfully 
established, and there will In- 
provincial marts that will 
prove of great advantage not only 
to exhibitors and purchasers but to the 
citizens of Victoria as those latter can 
not fail to profit largely by thorn. Such 
fairs need not bo confined to fancy 
stock or prize articles exclusively; hut 
might he made up of every variety of 
goods and produce that farmers, manu- 
facturers and others might have to dis- 
pose of. These fairs would in some mea- 
sure meet tho acknowledged want of a 
public weekly market; but occurring at 
longer intervals they would have a 
better chance of being more numerously 
attended, and, as a sequence, a 
larger amount of business would he 
transacted. As is well known these 
kinds of fairs are often to be met with 
in Great Britain and Ireland and peo- 
ple have not far to travel to attend 
one or other of them at almost any sea- 
son of tho year. There seems to he no 
sufficient reason why they might not be 
established here. At anv rate the pro- 
ject might be worthy of discussion, es- 
pecially as there arc- permanent and 
convenient buildings for such meetings, 
t»oih in town and at the Victoria Driv- 
en v Park.

TllK WHISKEY SELLING TO IN M ANS, 

Defendant, Alex. Carniichael, on re- 
mand from the 18th, was charged with 
selling gin to two Cowichan Indians. 

Officer Sheppard, sworn— On Sunday 
afternoon passed where ho could see Mel- 
drum's saloon on the Saanich road; saw 
several persons standing at the front door 



of half-breeds and Indians drinking and 
gambling. The testimony of some of the 
witnesses before tho, jury, was evidence 
of Meade's folly. He exhibited a roll of 
notes to the half broods and Indians, 
throw up the roll into tho air once or 
twice and caught them coming down 
and said the roll contained §190. In 
tho evening Meade gave the notes to a 
half-breed's wife to keep fur him, then 
ho wont from cabin to cabin drinking ami 
gambling with tho half-breeds and In- 
dians. These cabins are on Galbraith 
promises and oloso to his house. Galb- 
naith admittod in his evidence that 
Meado and tho half-breeds got several 
bottles of whiskey from him during that 
ovoning. Moadc and Gervais continued 
making tho rounds of these cabins until 
10 or 11 o'clock at night. On going to 
the cabin whore they wore destroyed 
Meado was helpod over a fence by a half- 
brood who wont to seo him and Gorvais 
to their cabin. Gervais talked of getting 
supper. The half-breed advised them to 
go to bed anil then left. A bod was ready 
for Meade at Galbraith, and ho was ex- 
pected to sleep there, but he did not 
coino. It is supposed there was a loaded 
rillo in the cabin and it is supposed it ex- 
ploded from the heat of the flames. Bo 
this as it may, tho report of a gun or rillo 
awoke a half-breed's wife. She awoke 
her husband who jumped out of bed, and 
saw the houso to which Meado and Ger- 
vias had retired, in a blaze. He kicked the 
door pen, andflamcarushodout. Ho sawthe 
bodios of two men not quite burned up. It 
was then about 3 o'clock in the morning. 
Although a creek was near tho cabin, 
there was no effort made to extinguish 
tho lire or rosctio tho men from the 
llarnos. The bunos of the two men wore 
found close to tho fireplace, as if lying 
side by side, with their heads to tho fire - 
an unnatural position one would think ! 
Tho Indian woman to whom Me.ado gave 
tho notes returned Galbraith So7. The 
finding of the jury was death by burning, 
cause of tho fire unknown.

To tho Court —Met John Speed as he 
was going out who lives on tho Saanich 
road boyond Meldrum's saloon; did foot 
speak to him. 

John W. Speed, sworn -Lives on i lie 
Saanich road; remembered passing .Mel- 
drum's saloon between throe and four in 
the afternoon; Carniichael nodded to him 
as he went by; he was then standing 
against the verandah post of the saloon; 
Mr. Moldrum was standing there tun-also, 
ho thought, John Beggs. 

Cross-examination elicited nothing fur- 
ther of importance. 

This was tho case for tho prosecution — 

Joseph McDonald for the defence, 
sworn --Was at Meldrum's saloon on Sun- 
day afternoon last, about 2 o'clock; was 
there till &; was in the saloon at the time, 
but not on thu verandah; Moldrjin and 
witness were there, also another man, a 
stranger; did not seo anyone else there; 
the stranger was not defendant; there 
was no one else in the barroom during 
the afternoon ; defendant was not there 
at all. 

Cross-oxaiiuned by Supt. O'Connor 
Did not see tiny Indians about tho place; 
Carniichael must have been in tho shape 
of a ghost if ho bail boon there during the 
afternoon; liquor could not have been 
sold from the bar without witness seeing 
it, Indians could not have got liquor with- 
out his noticing it; did not see persons 
passing; did not see defendant from 2 to 
5 in the afternoon.
